Es V irtually Penniless

brother, this afternoon in d i­ 
cated th a t th e settlem ent proposed 
I by th e court would probably be u n ­ 
satisfactory to his clients because 
W eaver, by his own adm ission, la 
virtually penniless. 
W hen W eaver m ade his last a p ­ 
peal to court for release from Jail, 
he testified on the

will be released from custody if he 
tu rn s over the 33 cent* or less.

AAA WILL FIGHT 
POTATO REVOLT 


Farm Administration Officials 
Answer 
Pennsylvania 
Growers’ Threats.

Threats of a “potato rebellion" in 
Pennsylvania 
brought 
only 
flat 
statements from farm administra­ 
tion officials Tuesday that the new 
potato control program would be en­ 
forced "to the best of our ability." 
A E Mercker. director of the pro- 
gram, said he had received no for­ 
mal pretest from the Pennsylvania 
State Potato Growers' association, ’ 
and declined to discuss the matter ' 
further. 
Other AAA officials, who asked | 
that their names be not used, said, j 
however, the program is now law 
and mere protests would have lit­ 
tle immediate effect. These officials 
recalled that the Agricultural Ad­ 
justment administration had been 
cold to the idea of making potatoes 
a basic commodity in the first place. 
W arn ed of Difficulty 
It is a matter of record they said, 
that Chester C. Davis, of the farm 
administration, had publicly ques­ 
tioned the wisdom of such a pro- j 
gram and warned of the difficulties 
of enforcement. 
“That 
doesn’t mean, however," 
a spokesman said, "that the admin­ 
istration will not enforce the act. 
We're going to do everything in our i 
power to make it work." 
Agitation in Pennsylvania against 
the potato program was interpreted 
in one administration quarter as 
part of a "systematic” attempt to 
stir up sentiment against the AAA.

WOUND GIRL

Mars Hill, N C.. Sept. l l (AP).— 
Four bandits sprayed the streets of 
Mars Hill, little college community, 
with machine gun fire and shot 
down a 16-year-old girl Tuesday as 
they fled after holding up the Citi­ 
zens bank of Marshall s branch here. 
Doris Sander Un. of New 
Bern, j 
freshman 
at 
Mars 
Hill 
college, j 
rushed to the door of a drug store 
about twenty paces down the street 
from the bank when a fire alarm 
was turned In. and was struck in the 
abdomen by a bullet as the bandit 
lear roared past. 
The girl was taken to Aston Park 
hospital. Asheville, and was reported 
j there to be In a critical condition. 
Bandit* Fin* Over 50 Shots 
Marks of more than fifty bullets 
(were counted on the sidewalks and 
I buildings of the uptown section, but 
Miss Sanderhn was the only person 
wounded. 
Tile bandits came to the bank 
. about I 45 p rn. 
Two entered the 
bank. one carrying a sawed-off shot­ 
gun and the other a machine gun, 
while the other two kept watch out­ 
side. 
In the bank, Mrs. Ida Lee Felch, 
acting cashier, was instructed to get 
J money out of the vault while Mayor 
James Landers, a customer and the 
only person found in the bank was 
ordered to lie on the floor. 
Mrs. 
Felch went into the vault, she said, 
and hid a $4,000 package of currency 
and came out with about $1200 
which she said was all the money In 
the bauk, 
Alarm Given by Waiter 
Meanwhile. Mrs Garner Hutchins 
stariod into the bank with a small 
! child in her urms. 
Perceiving the 
holdup, she started to leave, but one 
of the two bandits who had re­ 
mained outside ordered her into the 
adjoining store of J. A Ammons, 
where he kept her, Mr. Amnions, VV. 
C P ope a druggist, and a salesman 
at the point of a rifle. 
A walter in a cafe across the street 
saw Mrs, Hutchins ordered into the 
store, realized the bank was being 
held up, aud telephoned the central 
t xchange to set off Hie fire alarm. 
With the sounding of the fire sir­ 
en, tile bandits leaped into their car 
and fled, firing as they went. 
The 
car left in tile direction of Ashe­ 
ville.
